Building

The continuing building boom in 
the West End pushed valuations of 
new permits to almost double 
Upland’s previous record in 1977, a 
year when the city enacted 
measures to control and direct 
residential construction. 

This paradox of 1977 is more 
apparent than real because projects 
recording building permits were 
approved before the effects of 
Upland’s new growth - management 
plan 

The growth - management plan is 
aimed at stretching out peak periods 
of building activity and directing 
location of residential growth 
toreduce the costs of extending 
public serv. 

In his annual written statement 
summarizing the year, City 
Manager Lee Travers called 1977 “a 
year of tremendous challenge and 
tremendous progress’”’ in Upland. 

The building boom and 
consideration of the growth - 
management plan, along with the 
future of the city’s largely 
undeveloped northwest section, 
dominated the news. 

Figures from the Building and 
Safety Department show the total 
valuation of all permits issued in 
1977 was $73,125,762, compared to 
$38,982,378 in 1976, the previous 
record year.

The Upland City Council and 
Planning Commission broke a 
deadlock Monday night over future 
residential density for the largely 
undeveloped northwest portion of 
the city. 

Although no action was taken at 
the joint workshop, Mayor George 
Gibson said the council could accept 
the current general - plan 
designation showing a maximum of 
four units per acre in the northwest 
area. 

However, Gibsor stressed that the 
council wanted specific guidelines 
making Upland’s policy clear that 
no residential project could exceed 
three units per acre unless it was a 
planned residential development or 
well - planned conventional single - 
family development meriting a 
“density bonus.” 

The mayor said after the meeting 
that what he had in mind was a 
bonus of a half unit per acre. 

Planning Director Bill Young said 
guidelines for the density bonus 
could be flexible enough for the 
commission and council to 
determine bonuses ranging from a 
fraction to one unit per acre. 

The density bonus concept would 
apply to the entire 814 - acre area. A 
previous proposal by Young would 
have limited the density bonus to 150 
acres bisected by Mountain Avenue. 

That land would have yielded a 
maximum density of three units per 
acre plus the bonus, while the other 
212 net developable acres would 
have been designated four units per 
acre or less. 

Disagreement over the density for 


the area traces back to the City 
Council meeting Sept. 19, when the 
council rejected the Planning 
Commission suggestion of four units 
for a proposed maximum density of 
three units. 

Planning Commission Chairman 
Frank Carpenter requested the joint 
meeting after the density issue had 
bounced back and forth between the 
council and the commission. 

He explained that because of the 
density bonus concept, the 
governmental bodies were not as far 
apart as they seemed. 

During the meeting, Gibson and 
Councilman Bill Bottin expressed 
concern over leaving the area at a 
maximum of four dwelling units per 
acre and expecting developers to 
settle for less. 

Bottin said that if the area were 
designated ‘‘zero to four, all we'll 
see is four. The majority (of Upland 
residents) moved here to get away 
from ‘closing in,’ and here we’re 
seeing the same thing.” 

Gibson noted he receives many 
letters from residents — ‘‘not all of 
them from north of Foothill 
(Boulevard)’’ — supporting a no - 
growth policy. 

Although saying the city could not 
follow a no - growth policy legally or 
morally, Gibson added that public 
services are being strained by rapid 
development. 

“J do feel growth can be careful 
and of high quality’ with lower 
density, he said. 

Young told the council members 
and commissioners density could 
legally be limited to a maximum of 
three units per acre under general -

Council changes

Bill Bottin broke a tie vote last 
week when the Upland City Council 
adopted amendments to the 
municipal code expanding the 
Architectural Commission from five 
to seven members and trimming its 
review power. 

Bottin joined Councilman Hal 
Bailin and Mayor Pro Tem John 
McCarthy in voting Jan. 3 to enlarge 
the commission and dilute its 
authority to reject basic project site 
plans. 

Site plans substantially altered 
during review by the architectural 
commission will be reported back to 
whatever body — City Council, 
Planning Commission or 
administrative committee — 
previously approved them. 

Substantial changes in site plans 
will be regarded as 
recommendations to the other city 
officials. 

The three council members who 
voted for the amendments 
contended the commission has made 
important decisions with only three 
members present. 

The code amendments would 
become law 30 days after the second 
reading scheduled for Monday. 


activity tops 1977 impressions 


In all, 2,677 building permits were 
issued, including 961 for single - 
family homes and 56 for multiple - 
family dwellings. In 1976, Upland 
issued 2,157 permits, 711 of them for 
single - family homes. 

On Feb. 7, the Upland City Council 
imposed a 120 - day moratorium on 
new applications for residential 
developments while the city drafted 
its growth - management plan. 

Although at the time builders 
requested the city to wait until an 
areawide approach to growth 
management could be worked out, 
the most active developers in 
Upland accepted the plan unveiled 
last summer as ‘‘reasonable.”’ 

Upland’s moratorium preceded 
one called by the state Santa Ana 
Regional Water Quality Control 
Board March 18, when the agency 
banned most new sewer connections 
in the West End. The ban was lifted 
April 22, but the state agency 
ordered the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District to clean up waste 
water treated at its regional plant in 
Ontario. 

The Ontario plant has been 
operating at capacity due to rapid 
growth in the West End, and an $18.2 
million expansion project is 
scheduled to be completed in 1981. 

Upland’s growth d management 
plan limits the maximum number of 
residential units (including houses, 
apartments and condominiums) 
that can be reviewed by the 
Planning Commission to 125 in any 
month, 500 during any six months 
and 900 during any 12 months.

City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
told the council the applications 
would eventually yield about 700 
building permits a year, about the 
number issued in 1976. 

Because of the growih - 
management plan, Upland has more 
of its allotment remaining than any 
other West End city participating in 
the sewage - allocation agreement 
with San Bernardino County. 

The agreement was reached in 
May and June because of capacity 
limits at the Ontario sewage treat- 
ment plant. 

Planning Director Bill Young 
reported this week that 485 
residential units have been 
approved so far during the first five 
months of the growth - management 
plan. After January, a maximum of 
400 units may be submitted for 
review by the Planning Commission 
through July. 

The growth - management is also 
designed to keep the cost of 
extending public services down 
through a point - rating system that 
determines priority of projects to be 
forwarded to the Planning 
Commission. 

One component of the point 
system is a project’s impact on the 
area’s sewage capacity. Points are 
also awarded to developments that 
have less impact on schools and fire 
and police services and minimize 
travel. 

New development fees to help 
finance $14 million worth of storm 
drains and traffic signals are still 
being considered by the City 
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Council. The proposed fees cover a 
narrower scope of services than 
those first reviewed with the growth 
- management plan. 

The future of Upland’s largest 
area of undeveloped land — 814 
acres in northwest Upland 
(including county territory in the 
city’s sphere of influence) is also 
still under study by the council. 

The area includes the San Antonio 
Wash and more than 400 acres 
currently used to grow citrus fruits. 
Grove owners told the Planning 
Commission and City Council last 
year that their operations are losing 
money and urged that development 
be allowed. 

The council adopted a $9,957,992 
budget for fiscal 1977-78, which 
represents a 14.7 percent increase 
over the previous year. 

However, because of a 28.3 
percent jump in Upland property 
tax assessment, the council was 
able to cut the property tax rate to 
$1.8064 per $100 assessed valuation, 
a 3.3 percent decline from the rate 
for 1976-77. 

The city has also begun a $870,000 
project aimed at increasing 
Upland’s water supply by 
reactivating three wells. Two wells 
were shut down in 1975 because of 
high concentrations of nitrate and 
their water will be blended. A third 
well collapsed in 1976. 

Upland is receiving a $174,000 
grant and $647,000 loan — in addition 
to the city’s share of the project — 
under the U.S. Community 
Emergency Drought Relief Act.

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Supervisors agree to restudy 


proposal to set own salaries

County supervisors said Monday 
they will reconsider a proposal that 
would resolve how their salaries 
Should be set — but it won’t be the 
one they rejected that would have 
given that authority to the county's 
voters. E 
4 The supervisors scheduled a hear- 
ing on the proposal, put forth two 
months ago by the San Bernardino 
County Taxpayers’ Association, for 
3 p.m. Jan. 17. 

In reconsidering the taxpayers’ 
association proposal on which they 
remained silent Nov. 7, the super- 
visors apparently hope to ac- 
complish two goals: 

— To persuade the public that 
they genuinely want to settle the 
long-standing controversy over how 
their salaries should be set. 

Although the proposal would leave 
final salary-setting responsibility 
with the supervisors — or the coun- 
ty’s voters, if a referendum is called 
— the supervisors would have to 
rely on recommendations from the 
grand jury. In most years, it would 
permit the supervisors to approve 
only limited pay raises. 

— To derail the campaign of a 
citizens’ group planning to circulate 
petitions in an effort to get a 
different proposal adopted — one 
that would simply let the county’s 
voters decide future salary in- 
creases for supervisors and other 
elected county officials. 

The renewed discussion of super- 
visors’ salaries Monday was 
prompted by a comment from Earl 
Goodwin, the county administrative 
officer. 

Goodwin told the supervisors that 
when they voted themselves their 
most recent pay raise in August — 
from $22,998 to $24,844, effective 
Oct. 8 — they had promised to con- 
sider another increase around Jan. 
1. Two increases were recommend- 
ed by the grand jury. 

That would have been equivalent 
to the average of pay increases 


given to employees in the five 
Southern California counties with 
which San Bernardino County com- 
pares its employees’ salaries. (The 
average was not disclosed. ) 

But the four supervisors present 
— including the West End’s two 
representatives, who are up for 
election in June — made it clear 
they did not want to talk about 
another salary increase so soon. 

“Personally, I would not want to 
consider further raises at this time. 
We do need to develop some kind of 
system for determining them,” 
Chairmar. Robert O. Townsend of 
Chino said. 

“J don’t think this is the ap- 
propriate time,’ Supervisor Joseph 
Kamansky of Upland added. 

Similar comments were made by 
Supervisor Robert L. Hammock of 
San Bernardino and Supervisor 
James L. Mayfield of Apple Valley. 
Supervisor Dennis L. Hansberger of 
Yucaipa was absent. 

Kamansky then suggested the 
supervisors’ discussion of the tax- 
payers’ association proposal, saying 
he felt it offered a basis for resolv- 
ing the controversy over salaries. 


Among its features are the 
following: 

— A limit on supervisors’ pay in- 
creases to the yearly change in the 
Consumer Price Index or 7 percent 
annually, whichever is lower. A 
grand jury review would be required 
before an increase took effect. 


— Every third year, the grand 
jury would review the supervisors’ 
total compensation, based on such 
factors as the county’s rank in pop- 
ulation, assessed valuation and 
Salaries, compared with other 
Southern California counties. 


Other factors would include 
current economic conditions, a com- 
parison with equivalent positions, 
changes in supervisors’ respon- 
sibilities and the supervisors’ ex- 
pense allowances. 


— After the grand jury made its 
comprehensive report, the super- 
visors could endorse its recommen- 
dations — and adopt a pay increase 
— by a four-fifths vote. 

In theory, the grand jury could 
recommend an unlimited pay in- 
crease for supervisors every third 
year, but that loophole could be clos- 
ed by setting a ceiling on any such 
raise or requiring its approval by 
the county’s voters. 

— The right of the people to vote 
on supervisors’ salaries in a referen- 
dum would be guaranteed. If a vote 
is called, the pay increase would be 
suspended. 

After the discussion Jan. 1%, 
Kamansky said, he hopes the super- 
visors will decide ‘‘what to do to get 
this on the ballot,’’ since parts of the 
proposal may require amendments 
to the county charter. 

That may indicate the possibility 
of rival salary-setting measures to 
be decided by the county’s voters. 

A citizens’ group, Concerned 
Citizens of San Bernardino County, 
has vowed to get the signatures of at 
least 17,479 registered voters star- 
ting Jan. 20 in an effort to qualify 
the proposal it wants for the 
November general election ballot. 

That measure would give the 
salary-setting authority to the coun- 
ty’s voters for all elected county of- 
ficials. 

Last Nov. 7, the supervisors refus- 
ed to place that measure on the June 
6 primary ballot. Except for Ham- 
mock, who promised it in his cam- 
paign and presented it in the form of 
an amendment to the county 
charter, the supervisors remained 
silent. 

The citizens’ group vowed to make 
salaries an issue in Kamansky’s and 
Townsend’s campaigns, and Anna 
Mae Frieling, a leader of the group, 
said the petition drive would start as 
scheduled. 

“They could have avoided all of 
this, but they didn’t,”’ Mrs. Frieling 
said Monday.

James L. Mayfield was elected 
vice chairman of the county board of 
supervisors Tuesday, succeeding 
Dennis L. Hansberger, who is 
expected to run for state treasurer 
later this year. 

Hansberger, who has often feuded 
with Mayfield, nominated Mayfield 
for the unexpired term ending Jan. 
2, 1979. Terms of the chairman and 
vice chairman normally last two 
years. 

As is customary in the elections 
for chairman and vice chairman of 
the board of supervisors, there was 
no dissent. 

However, Supervisor Joseph 
Kamansky of Upland told Mayfield 
half jokingly, ‘‘I think I ought to flip 
you for this.” 

The 40-year-old Mayfield was first 
elected to the board of supervisors 
in 1972 and won re-election in the 
1976 primary by a thin margin. He 
avoided a runoff election by six 
votes. 

Mayfield, whose sprawling 
district includes the desert and 
mountain areas of San Bernardino 
County, was a sheriff’s deputy for 10 
years before his election. His 
highest rank was sergeant. 

As vice chairman, Mayfield is 
expected to continue as the county’s 
advocate at higher levels of 
government, a role that involves 
trips to Sacramento and Washington

That role was developed by 
former Supervisor Daniel D. 
Mikesell of Ontario, who served as 
the board’s vice chairman from 
Dec. 5, 1968, until his resignation 
from the board Sept. 28, 1976. 

Mayfield had been vice chairman 
from Sept. 29, 1976, to Jan. 3, 1977, 
when he had expected to become 
chairman, since he was the 
supervisor with the most seniority 
who had not served as chairman 
previously. 

But the chairmanship went to 
Robert O. Townsend of Chino, with 
the support of Kamansky and 
Supervisor Robert L. Hammock of 
San Bernardino. Townsend had 
actively sought the job. 

Hansberger, 36, was first elected 
to the board of supervisors in 1972 
from the district that includes 
Redlands and Yucaipa. 

Hansberger was the supervisors’ 
chairman in 1975 and 1976 and was 
believed to be the youngest person 
to hold such a position among 
California’s 58 counties. 

When Townsend became 
chairman last year, Hansberger was 
elected vice chairman.

While substantial steps 
have been taken through 
our capital improvement 
program to provide 
improved loca! services, I 
will not relax this effort 
until we have successfully 
developed and 
implemented some 
arrangement for juvenile 
hearings in the West End so 
that parents and all those 
involved in the juvenile 
justice system are not 
confronted with the 
additional travel time and 
hours currently necessary 
to appear in the county seat. 
1977 was not without its 
major frustrations.

for development, we must 
not allow growth to 
deteriorate into a period of 
‘“‘anything goes in 
building.” 

Sound zoning, reasonable 
densities, moderate grading 
and a balanced community 
will produce the type of 
county we can be proud of in 
the years to come. Proper 
attention to these issues 
will decrease the future 
burdens on government and 
our people. 

As we begin 1978, we can 
look forward to the fruits of 
accomplishment of tasks 
already begun. We must 
also be ready for the new 
challenges which will 
confront us. 

Coming to conclusion in 
1978 will be the consultant’s 
study and the in-deptr 
consideration of our county 
medical center. While we 
look forward to this 
producing both improved 
service and reduced 
operating costs, we may 
need to implement major 
changes and our full 
dedication will be required 
to avoid the disruptions 
that can accompany 
change. 

The initial study and 
development of our West 
End law and justice center 
will also be concluded.

1978 will also see 
increased use of state 
gasoline sales tax revenues 
for road improvement 
purposes.

keeping the family 
together, and making 
employment more 


attractive than the public 
dole are elements we can 
support. 

At the state level, the 
need for property tax 
reform has been with us for 
so long it has become a 
disgrace. I recognize the 
complexities of the problem 
and sympathize with those 
asked to solve it, but 
another session of the 
legislature should not be 
allowed to come and go 
without meaningful reform. 

Welfare and property tax 
relief may gain headlines, 
but the day - to - day 
responsibilities to meet the 
management challenges of 
county government can 
gain the respect of our 
community. These include: 

— Continuing our service 
structure under financing

imposed. While the county 
can and should support 
reasonable limits on our 
taxing authority, the state 
which may impose those 
limits, must live up to its 
responsibility by financing 
the higher cost of new and 
expanded mandatory 
activities. 

— Planning ahead so that 
we have a reasonable set of 
options already formulated 
when new program 
demands are made. We 
must avoid ‘‘knee jerk” 
reactions which can result 
in long - range detriment to 
taxpayers and service 
recipients alike. 

— Amore intensive effort 
to design a program of true 
intergovernmental cooper- 
ation with our cities as well 
as state and federal agen- 
cies. This will be vital in 
such areas as transporta- 
tion and land use. 

— The protection of our 
traditional responsibilities 
for programs like land use, 
employee relations and the 
management of local 
resources.

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Four-year House terms 


proposed by Rep. Lloyd 


Rep. Jim Lloyd says he wants to 
lengthen four terms of House 
members from two to four years 
and has introduced a proposal in 
Congress to do just that. 

“T think it makes a difference 
when you have to start running 
again just after you've been elected 

I think it (two-year term) does 
not serve the governmental process 


well,’ Lloyd said Friday. 

Lloyd, a Democrat who is ex- 
pected to seek a third two-year term 
in the House, made what appeared 


to be off-the-cuff remarks as he was 
speaking to a breakfast rneeting of 
mayors, council members and ad- 
ministrators from the 11 cities in his 
5th Congressional District 

Officials from the five West End 
cities in Lloyd’s district — Ontario, 
Upland, Rancho Cucamonga, Chino 
and Montclair — attended the 
breakfast at Griswold’s in Clare- 
mont. 

Why Lloyd chose to tnention his 
sponsorship of such a proposal dur- 
ing a year in which he will be seek- 
ing re-election remained somewhat 
of a mystery Friday 

The Constitution must be amend- 
ed before House members’ terms 
can be extended from two years to 
four. A constitutional amendment 
must be proposed by a two-thirds 
majority vote in both the House and 
Senate, then ratified by the 
legislatures in three-fourths (38) of 
the states 

Lloyd mentioned the proposal only 
briefly while he was discussing a 
number of issues facing Congress. It 
drew little visible reaction from his 
audience and he didn’t elaborate on 
it later 

The proposal is not new, since 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
offered the same suggestion in 1966. 
Johnson proposed that the four-year 
terms of House members coincide

with the president’s term, instead of 
staggering the terms so that only 
half the members would face elec- 
tion at any one time 

Johnson’s proposal never made it 
through the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee 

Although the four-year term has 
been a popular idea with House 
members, who would have to run for 
re-election only half as often, it has 
not been favored by senators, who 
serve six-year terms, or by many 
voters, who believe at least one 
house of Congress should responsive 
to the people 

Lloyd, who unseated an incumbent 
Republican by just 735 votes in 1974 
and turned back a strong Republican 
challenger by a 53 percent majority 
in 1976, said he expects up to 100 new 
House members to be elected in 
November as incumbent retire or 
are defeated. 

“T hope I’m not one of them 
(losers),’’ he said as his audience 
laughed 

On the national energy in a House- 
Senate conference committee, 
Lloyd said if Congress doesn’t act in 
60 days, ‘‘we will not have an energy 
bill this year ... We will have failed 
to do what we ought to.”’ 

Pressed further as to how he stood 
on various provisions of the energy 
program, Lloyd said he would prefer 
to support a final bill that resembles 
the version passed by the House last 
summer — and except for the stand- 
by gasoline tax, the same program 
submitted by President Carter last 
spring. 

But if the House-Senate com- 
mittee recommends the lifting of all 
federal controls on natural gas 
prices in the final bill, ‘‘I would vote 
for that — but I would like to see 
some controls,’’ Lloyd noted. 

House members have stood firmly 
against deregulation of natural gas 
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prices. The senators are split on the 
issue 

And some increases are inevitable 
in the price of oil produced within 
the United States, Lloyd said, 
“because you can’t have old oil at 
$4.75 per barrel when we’re paying 
$13 to $14 per barrel for imported 
oil.” 

Carter has proposed to raise the 
price of domestic oil in stages 
through the crude oil equalization 
tax, 

Lloyd sidestepped a question on 
whether he favors Senate ratifica- 
tion of the Panama Canal treaties, 
saying the House will not vote on the 
issue. ‘But the president could not 
have picked a worse issue (to press) 
at the worst time,” he said. 

On other issues, some of concern 
to local cities, Lloyd: 

— Said he isn’t sure whether more 
federal funds will be made available 
to stimulate employment in the con- 
struction industry through public 
works projects. Nearly $6 billion in 
public works grants have been 
awarded nationwide. 

— Predicted that within three to 
five years, municipal employees 
will be included in the Social Securi- 
ty system, although the House re- 
jected that proposal late last year 

— Told city officials that the 
problem of Mexican nationals enter- 
ing the United States illegally was 
more than just the federal 
government’s concern — “‘it’s your 
problem, too,’ — since many of 
them end up in California cities.

Do California laws which 
prohibit price advertising of 
professional services 
protect consumers against 
exploitation? Or do they 
merely protect licensed 
professionais from 
competition and drive 
prices higher? 

These questions have 
been argued several times 
in recent sessions of the 
California Legislature, but 
recent rulings by the U.S. 
Supreme Court have 
breathed new life into the 
debate. 

California statutes until 
quite recently provided that 
a health practitioner could 
not advertise the price of 
the products or services 
provided to the public. They 
did not prohibit advertising 
of the product or service, 
only price advertising. 
Statutes concerning the 
advertising of legal 
services, on the other hand, 
prohibited both general 
advertising and price 
advertising. 

In 1976, the U.S. Supreme 
Court, in a suit involving the 
Virginia State Board of 
Pharmacy, held that a 
statute prohibiting the price 
advertising of prescription 
drugs was an 
unconstitutional violation of 
First Amendment

provisions protecting 
freedom of speech. 

In a suit filed against the 
Virginia State Bar, the high 
court ruled that the 
practice of the learned 
professions is subject to 
federal anti-trust laws 
outlawing activities and 
restraints of trade and 
competition. 

Last June, the U.S. 
Supreme Court settled an 
Arizona case by holding 
that a state may not bar the 
price advertising of routine 
legal services. Lower 
courts are expected to 
apply this last decision to 
price advertising of routine 
health and legal and other 
professional services. 

In every case, the 
Supreme Court opted for 
arguments based on the 
assumption that the benefit 
to the consumer of 
receiving price information 
outweigh potential risk of 
exploitation of the 
consumer. However, the 
court left to the states the 
authority to define routine 
services and to regulate the 
time, place and manner of 
advertising. 

With the exception of a 
new statute permitting 
price advertising of 
prescription drugs, 
California statutes do not 
reflect the new Supreme

Assembly Bill 52, which I 
introduced, proposed 
authorization of price 
advertising of legal and 
health services. This bill 
failed to pass the Assembly 
in 1977, but the new court 
rulings are likely to inspire 
the introduction of similar 
legislation in 1978. 

As they consider these 


measures, many legislators 
will be keeping in mind that 
the primary rationale of the 
Supreme Court was the 
right of a consumer to 
receive information rather 
than the opportunity for 
advertisers to sell or 
promote a product or 
services. 

They will be most 
interested in legislation 
which updates state laws by 
authorizing advertising in a 
manner that maximizes the 
information character of 
these communications and 
minimizes their 
promotional aspects.

Richard W. Cain made his remarks as he was in- 
augurated last week during ceremonies at a church in 
Claremont. Cain succeeds Gordon W. Michalson, who 
retired earlier this year after nine years in the presiden- 
cy. 

Cain urged his audience to help expand the number of 
students and faculty, re-evaluate the curriculum, add 
more campus residences and provide additional space 
for dining, teaching and community events.

Christian schools serve 
variety of local needs 


More than 2,000 students attend 
local Christian schools, and the ma- 
jority of the more than half-dozen 
facilities -- most of them located in 
Ontario — have waiting lists of 
students seeking admission. 

Even the Roman Catholic and 
Lutheran parochial schools, plagued 
by financial problems in many parts 
of the country, are in sound condi- 
tion here. 

Christian schools, which inter- 
mingle religious philosphy with nor- 
mal classroom subjects, range in 
size locally from facilities serving 
65 students to a two-campus parent- 
owned school with more than 850 
students. 

New growth in the church- 
sponsored schools is attributed to 
the West End’s population surge 
combined with a negative attitude 
on the part of many parents to 
public education, say Christian 
school administrators 

Some parents are willing to pay 
more than $1,000 per year to keep 
their children in these private in- 
stitutions. 

Most Christian school ad- 
ministrators believe parents seek 
out the church-affiliated schools as 
an alternative to what public schools 
offer. And the number of those seek- 
ing an alternative is steadily in- 
creasing.

“The fact of the matter is that 
we've had to turn people away,” 
says Brother Charles Elliot, head of 
Liberty Christian School, one of the 
smallest religious schools in On- 
tario.

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Artist's works to be exhibited 


‘Whistler Themes and 
Variations,’ an exhibition of 8 
works by the major American artisi 
James McNeill Whistler (1834-1903) 
will be on view at the Montgomery 
Art Gallery, Pornona College, from 
Jan. 16 to Feb. 26. Included are 
small oil paintings, pastels, water- 
colors, pen and pencil studies, 
etchings and lithographs. These are 
presented chronologically, but are 
also grouped thematically to 
emphasize Whistler’s treatment of 
certain favorite subjects: river- 
fronts, canals, bridges, shop fronts 
and forges 

This exhibition is the first major 
West Coast exhibition of Whistler’s 
work, although in the East several! 
major exhibitions have been 
mounted in the past two decades 
Material for this exhibition has been 
drawn from both public and private 
California collections and from such 
major museums as The Art Institute 
of Chicago, the Cleveland Museum 
of Art, the Hirshhorn Sculpture 
Garden of the Smithsonian Institu 
tion and the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art.

Whistler was described by a con- 
temporary as American by birth and 
temperament, Londoner by 
residence, and Parisian by taste. He 
was born in 1834 in Lowell, 
Massachesetts, but his family mov- 
ed abroad when he was still young 
He returned to the United States to 
attend West Point, but did not 
graduate. In 1855 he set out for Paris 
determined to become an artist 
After spending the next five years as 
a student, he moved to London 
which became his residence for his 
remaining years. His large pain- 
tings (figure studies, portraits and 
Nocturnes) proved controversial, 
but his etchings brought him early 
success. The detailed and realistic 
etchings of the River Thames and 
the London docks (included in this 
exhibition) were admired and 
purchased by English, French and 
American collectors from the 1860s 
on. When he visited Venice in 1879- 
80. his style evolved into a 
simplified, impressionistic handling 
which captured the nuances of the 
Venetian atmosphere. After his 
return to London. he spent much of

the next decade, the 1880s, making 
small studeies in oil, watercolor, 
etching, and lithography, of city 
views, shop fronts, particularly well 
represented in this show, seascapes 
and, less frequently, landscapes. In 
his later works he continued to ex- 
plore the variations on certain 
themes among them: figures in 
doorways and forge interiors. The 
former subject attracted him by the 
stark contrast of the geometry of 
the doorframe with the human 
body; the latter because of the 
dramatic lighting effects. Among 
his last works, done in Corsica in 
1901, are rephrases of these themes 

The exhibition has been prepared 
by the Stanford University Museum 
of Art in conjunction with the 
Galleries of the Claremont Colleges 
The exhibition and the catalogue 
have been made possible by a grant 
from the National Endowment for 
the Arts, Washington, D.C. 

An illustrated catalogue of almost 
100 pages, with color plates, had 
been prepared by Betsy G 
Fryberger, Curator of Prints and 
Drawings at the Stanford University 
Museum of Art, with an introduction 
by Lorenz Eitner.

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Menopause: normal 
part of life cycle 


The menopause — often 
called change of life — is a 
widely misunderstood event 
in the life of a woman. It is 
a normal phase of the life 
cycle which need not be 
dreaded 

Literally, menopause 
means an end to menstrua- 
tion. Any woman who has 
not had a menstrual period 
for a year can assume that 
the menopause has oc- 
curred. Menstruation does 
not always stop abruptly. 

A woman may have less 
frequent and shorter flows 
or she may have more ex- 
tended periods with heavier

Belonging

In our lonely times, we 
are prone to feel isolated 
from ourselves and others. 
We feel alienated from 
family and friends and 
aren’t sure just where we 
belong and to whom or what 
we owe any allegiance. 
Sometimes, we're not 
sure we belong to ourselves. 
Everyone makes demands 
on us and we feel put upon. 
It is like the feeling that we 
would have if everyone 
were ripping us off and 
enjoying our demise. We 
ask ourselves: ‘‘Who am I; 
how come I’m this way?”’ 
Did you ever wonder why 
you are you and the other 
guy is he? I have. You were 
born in Nebraska not Paris, 
France. You were raised by 
alcoholic parents, not sober 
ones. Your name is a 
certain one, not another 
one. We all have times 
when there is a kind of 
crisis of identity and we're 
not sure we belong to 
ourselves. We're not sure 
we know ‘‘who”’ we are. 


Then. too. there are times 
when we seek to belong to 
another, in a more intimate 
and total way. There are 
peak experiences we can 
enjoy to that end, such as 
the sudden ecstasy of 
parenthood when the first 
baby is born. Or there is the 
special exhilaration and 
excitement of falling in 
love. 


Or there is the proud 
feeling associated with 
obtaining a driver’s license, 
getting that first paycheck, 
or first promotion. In a very 
real sense, we find out 
where we belong and to 
whom we belong when we 
experience such peaks: love 
of baby, love of spouse, love 
of job, and the like. 


We discover that such 
belongingness is a way of 
further defining who we are 
and we are inspired to 
maintain commitments to 
such a way of life. 


This identifying ourselves 
is a rather complex thing. It 
requires self awareness, 
based on proper brain 
function. It requires self 
evaluation, based on 
learned functions. It seems 
to be related to what we 
are, what we do, and who 
we know 


If there are barriers in 
any of these areas, there 
tends to be confusion in 
answering the question: 
“*"Who am I[?”’ Such 
confusion reduces our sense 
of self, reduces our sense of 
work pleasure, and reduces 
our sense of interpersonal 
relatedness with others. We 
become unhappy and 
despondent, find it difficult 
to learn, never enjoy the job 
we are doing, and have no 
friends. 


Under these 
circumstances, a new 
relationship with a new 
person, perhaps a therapist, 
may well lead to 
connections that will give 
one a sense of belonging. 
We discover that “‘part of 
me is what I am because of 
you!”

As a woman grows older, 
the ovaries decrease their 
functional activity. They no 
longer produce eggs for 
possible fertilization and 
they also decrease and 
finally stop their production 








of two hormones — es- 
trogen and progesterone. It 
is primarily this decrease 
of estrogen, an important 
tissue - building hormone, 
that accounts for the symp- 
toms that accompany the 
menopausal change 
Menopause usually oc- 
curs in the late 40s or early 
50s although some women 
stop menstruating in the 
late 30s and others continue 





to menstruate until the late 
50s. If a woman's ovaries 
have been removed sur- 
gically, she, of course, has 
an abrupt menopause 

Apart from the cessation 
of menstruation, there are a 
variety of physical symp- 
toms, although not all 
women experience them 
Some women complain of a 
sudden feeling of heat in the 
head, neck and chest — 
often called ‘‘hot flashes” 
Later, there may be some 
bone changes and thinning 
of the mucous membranes 
About 50 percent of women, 
however, have’ no unplea- 
sant symptoms 

It is unusual to find 
emotional changes that can 
be attributed directly to the 
physiological changes of the 
menopause. The emotional 
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problems that some women 
experience are more likely 
to be related to changes in 
their life situation which oc- 
cur at the same time 

For example, their 
children may be grown and 
they may suffer from 
feelings of uselessness. 
Many women are also 
depressed by the fear that 
they are losing their 
physical attractiveness. 
The problem is often com- 
pounded by the fact that the 
husband, too, may be going 
through a difficult period of 
adjustment. 

The traditional medical 
treatment has been to 
provide the woman with es- 
trogen to replace the hor- 
mone she is no longer 
producing. However, most 
doctors are not convinced

that the use of estrogen will 
indefinitely defer the skin 
and bone changes that are 
part of the aging process. 
Whether hormone 
therapy is indicated for a 
particular woman is a deci- 
sion to be made jointly by 
the woman and her doctor. 
There are risks and there 
are benefits which must be 
weighed against each other. 
The problem of dry and 
fragile vaginal tissue can 
be treated by local applica- 
tion of an estrogen cream 
although this should not be 
used in excess since the es- 
trogen could be absorbed 
into ine blood stream. 
Drugs which act on the 
blood vessels may help 
relieve the ‘‘hot flashes.” 
The psychological dis- 
comfort may be based on 







unfounded fears, and often 
a woman is relieved by 
reassurances from her doc- 
tor. Medication may be 
prescribed to ease tension 
or relieve depression. 
Sometimes it is helpful for a 
husband and wife to un- 
dergo joint counseling dur- 
ing this period of adjust- 
ment. 

The risks of estrogen 
therapy are still under 
study, but there seems to be 
reason to believe that long - 
term estrogen therapy is 
related to cancer of the lin- 
ing of the uterus. In addi- 
tion, women with high blood 
pressure and elevated fatty 
products in the blood seem 
to increase their risk of car- 
diovascular disease if they 
are taking estrogen. 

These risks do not rule 








out estrogen therapy, but 
they do mean that doctors 
are using this form of treat- 
ment with greater caution. 
They may prescribe 
smaller doses and recom- 
mend that their patients 
take the hormones for a 
shorter period of time. 
Doctors are diligently 
monitoring patients taking 
estrogen. These women 
should have frequent check- 
ups, including Pap smears, 
and immediately report any 
vaginal bleeding so that its 
cause can be investigated.

Flavorful

According to the Bureau of the 
Census some 20,800,000 American 
dinner tables are set for two 
persons. 

This may be chummier, but it’s 
just about as much work to prepare 
dinner for two as for a half dozen. 

Shopping for meats is one big 
problem, getting cuts which are 
small enough to be used 
economically, without piling up 
leftovers. Meats for two include 
chopped meats, cubed steaks, 


Try peachy 
baked beans 


Fruits and vegetables go well 
together, although too often we 
forget to try them in combination. 
Peaches, especially, set off bean 
dishes.

Apple pie 


It seems that ‘American as apple 
pie’ is an apt phrase. 

A survey by Institutions 
Magazines of menus in restaurants 
in all regions of the United States 
showed that 90 per cent of the 
restaurant operators felt apple pie 
was a consistent favorite of their 
diners. And, apple pie baking at 
home is still high on the list. Home 
cooks, when interviewed, said they 
like to make apple pies with just a 
suspicion of the right spices so that 
the natural apple flavor came 
through. They liked to serve pies 
with tender but not mushy slices, 
not too tart and not overly sweet and 
a little thickening that is thoroughly 
cooked. Soggy crusts are considered 
a failure and the top crust should 
look blistered and not srnooth. 

The types of apples used in pies 
vary as much as the geography of 
the country. For example, in the 
East and Midwest leading choices 
include R.I. Greening, Northern 
Spy, Stayman, McIntosh, Jonathan, 
York Imperial, Golden Delicious, 
Rome Beauty and Cortland. Out 
West they like Newton Pippin, 
Rome Beauty, Golden Delicious, 
Winesap and Gravenstein. Apple pie 
mavins or aficionados like to 
combine two or three varieties of 
apples in a single pie. Favored 
toppings include ice cream or 
Cheddar cheese. Any way you slice 
it most Americans will eat it.

Cheese glorifies vegetable, pasta dish 


There’s an old saying grand- 
mother used to use, ‘‘Cheese closes 
the stomach.” That’s something to 
think about if you've considered 
vegetarian meals on occasion and 
then discarded them, thinking they 
might not satisfy a hungry family. 

Adding cheese to the meal will 
certainly provide satiety value, 
which is what the saying means. 
Cheese satisfies so it literally closes 
the stomach to more food. And 
cheese can be added to a meal in so 
many ways: shredded in a stick-to- 
the-ribs chowder, cheese and 
crackers for a snack, a super 
sandwich, a wedge with pie, 
cheesecake or in an entree. 

When you combine a vegetable 
with cheese and pasta, it’s a very 
tasty combination, especially when 
that vegetable is economical and 
readily available zucchini. Try it 
with some sweet red pepper or 
pimiento for color and shell 
macaroni for interest. Butter and 
cream help add richness to this 
main dish as well as the two Italian 
cheeses, Provolone of the smoky 
taste and Mozzarella, the stretchy 
cheese we know from pizza. 

Zucchini with Pasta 
4 servings 
2 tablespoons butter 
4 cups thinly sliced zucchini

When Italians or their menus, 
speak of ‘“‘fettuccine,’’ they mean 
the flat, ribbon-like noodles. One of 
their favorite ways of preparing 
them is with butter (‘‘burro’’), 
cream and cheeses. Not only do the 
butter and cream add flavor to the 
noodles, but also satiety value. Both 
Parmesan and Romano cheeses are 


used with this dish for a subtle and 
elegant flavor.

(Egg Noodles with Butter and 
Cheese) 
6 to 8 servings 

¥% cup (1 stick) butter 

V4 cup whipping cream 

l4 cup grated Parmesan cheese

Cream butter until light: add 
cream gradually, beating constant- 
ly.

How to entertain on a budget: 
homebake decorative breads 


There's something majestic about 
homemade breads baked in special 
molds or in an angel food cake pan. 


Breads such as this look expensive 
and command attention on a well 
appointed table. Yet they are 
perhaps the least expensive kind of 
hospitality you can offer today. 
Originally they graced tea tables of 
Colonial times. With the price of 
coffee escalating beyond reach, 
serve tea with no apologies. This 
bread is appropriate for breakfast, 
brunch or lunch. It also goes well 
with iced tea, milk, fruit juice, and 
ccffee, 


Another point about the 
accompanying recipe for Cheese 
Filled Coffee Ring is that it is 
among the easiest of all breads to 
make. It is a batter bread which 
means no kneading. Yeast, sugar, 
salt and part of the flour are 
combined. The milk, water and 
margarine are warmed to 120-130 
degrees and added to the dry 
ingredients. This is a rapid method 
that gives excellent results with 
kneaded as well as batter yeast 
breads. 

While the dough is rising, the 
filling — which consists of cream 
cheese, some egg, sugar and vanilla 
— can be prepared and the ring- 
shaped pan heavily greased with 
solid shortening. After the batter 
has doubled in size, it is stirred 
down and rolled out on a floured 
board to a circle 18-inches in 
diameter. The dough is placed over 
a 9-inch ring pan, and eased to line 
bottom and sides of the pan. There 
should be a generous overlap over 


the edge. The dough also extends 
across the center tube. Then the 
filling is added and the outside 
overlap is lifted over the filling. The 
dough covering the center tube is 
snipped crosswise to create 
triangles that lap over the top giving 
a decorative touch. After one more 
rising the bread is ready for the 
oven. 

The finished bread has a 
sculptured look as the triangles 
become a rich brown against a paler 
brown surface. The pale yellow 
cheese filling makes a most 
appealing slice. This coffeecake 
hardly needs further 
embellishment, but a lemon 
flavored icing may be drizzled over 
the top if desired.

Stir dough down; turn out onto 
well-floured board. Roll dough into a 
circle, 18 inches in diameter. Lay 
rolled dough over a greased 642 cup 
ring mold. Carefully fit dough into 
bottom and sides of mold, leaving 
about l-inch of dough hanging over 
the edges. Pour in the cheese filling 
mixture. Lift overhanging edges and 
lap over filling; seal to inside ring of 
dough. Cut a cross through the 
dough which covers the center ring 
of the mold forming triangles. Fold 
each triangle back over the dough. 
Cover; let rise ina warm place, free 
from draft, until doubled in bulk, 
about 50 minutes. 

Bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees F.) 30 minutes, or until a 
toothpick inserted comes out clean. 
Remove from baking pan and cool 
on wire rack. Frost while warm 
with Lemon Frosting (below). 
Makes one 9-inch ring cake

run gamut of flavors’ § 


The ‘‘tastelizing’’ (tasty 
and tantalizing) flavors of 
today’s domestic cheeses 
run the gamut from mild to 
sharp, and from nutlike and 
rather sweet to robust and 


salty. The cheeses are very 
hard, hard, semisoft to 
hard, semisoft and soft, 


with textures ranging from 
firm and compact to open 
with large or small eyes 

The distinctive flavor, 
body and texture 
characteristics of the 
various cheeses produced in 
America (despite their 
foreign sounding names) 
are due to several factors 

¢ Kind of milk used in 
making the cheese 

¢ Method used for 
coagulating the milk and 
cutting, cooking and 
forming the curd 

¢ Types of bacteria or 
mold cultures used in 
ripening. 

* Method of salting 

* Conditions of ripening, 
i.e., temperature, humidity 
and length of time 
Sometimes only minor 
differences in the 
procedures followed 
determine what type of 
cheese is produced 

Very Hard Cheeses 

Included in this category 
are Parmesan and Romano, 
both of which are very hard 
and granular and used most 
often in grated form (when 
cured for more than one 
year) interchangeably as a 
seasoning for pizza and 
lasagne, soups, vegetables, 
spaghetti, ravioli, breads 
and popcorn. They can also 
be used as a table cheese 
when cured five to eight 
months 

¢ Parmesan, the oldest of 
Italian cheeses, is light 
yellow with a black or 
brown coating and a sharp, 
piquant flavor

Most people have a pretty 
fixed idea as to what good 
corn bread should be and 
think anything other than 
that just isn’t the real thing. 

South of the Mason - Dix- 
on Line, it’s usually made 
with white cornmeal and 
buttermilk, with no sugar 
and little or no flour and the 
batter is poured into a hot 
pan and baked until it is 
crusty and browned. 

About the only thing 
Southern and Yankee corn 
bread have in common is 
lots of butter served with 
them. 

Up North, most corn 
bread is made with yellow 
cornmeal and flour, milk 
and a bit of sugar to 
sweeten things up a bit 

Sometimes it’s baked in a 
skillet or a square pan, 
sometimes in muffin tins or 
corn stick pans 

Yankee Corn Bread 

1% cups sifted flour 

% cups yellow cornmeal 

2 tbsps. sugar 

442 tsp. baking powder 

1 tsp salt. 

1 egg 

2/3 cup milk 

1/3 cup shortening, 
melted 

Sift flour, cornmeal, 
sugar, baking powder and 
salt. Beat egg, stir in milk 
and melted shortening. Add 
to dry ingredients, stirring 
with fork until flour is just 
moistened 

Fill well-greased muffin 
tins or corn stick pans 
three-fourths full or pour 
batter into well-greased 
eight - inch - square pan. 
Bake in 425-degree oven 20 
to 25 minutes for muffins or 
corn sticks, and 25 to 30 
minutes for square pan or 
until brown. Makes nine 
muffins or 11 corn sticks. 

Skillet corn bread: Dou- 
ble recipe for Yankee corn 
bread and pour batter into 
well-greased 10-inch iron 
skillet. Bake in 425-degree 
oven 30 to 35 minutes or un- 
til brown.

It is firm 
ind smooth with large, 
round eyes and a sweetish 
nutlike taste. Swiss is a 
natural for cold meat 
platters; fondues and other 
cooked dishes, like quiche, 
casseroles; and 
sandwiches. Thinly sliced 
Swiss lends ‘‘eye-appeal’”’ to 
appetizer and dessert 
cheese trays 

¢ Cheddar originated in a 
village of the same name in 
Somersetshire, England, 
around the 16th century. it 
was the first cheese 
produced in America and 
still reigns as the most 
popular cheese in this 
country. Cheddar ranges 
from nearly white to orange 
in color and comes in many 
shapes and styles, with or 
without rinds. Mild to sharp 
in flavor, it’s a taste 
tempting treat on appetizer 
trays or in sandwiches, 
casseroles and salads. 
Many also enjoy it as an 
accompaniment to apples, 
pears, melons, grapes 
and/or fresh pineapple 

¢ Colby, which is native to 
this country, is light yellow 
to orange, cylindrical, and 
softer and more open 
textured than Cheddar. Its 
mild flavor makes it very 
taste in sandwiches, cooked 
foods and salads 

e Although derived from 
the word “prova”’ (ball- 
shaped), Provolone comes 
in sausage, salami or pear 
shapes. Light golden yellow 
with a shiny waxed surface, 


it comes either tied with a 
cord, in a netting or plastic 
wrapped. Provolone has a 
mild to sharp piquant 
flavor, often accompanied 
by a smoky taste from 
curing. It’s especially good 
in salads, Italian recipes 
and with fruit for dessert. 
Semisoft To Hard Cheeses 

In this category are 
Fontina, Edam and Gouda 

e Fontina is a round, flat, 
slightly yellow cheese used 
in grated form when fully 
cured. It can be a table 
cheese when partly cured 
and, with its robust, salty 
flavor, it goes well as an 
appetizer, in cooked foods, 
or with fruit for dessert 

¢ Edam and Gouda, both 
Dutch products of the 
Netherlands, are creamy 
yellow and usually have a 
red wax coating. Their 
mild, nutlike flavor and 
semisoft creamy yellow 
interior make them 
excellent snack and/or 
dessert treats. They also 
melt well for sandwiches 
and casseroles, and their 
unique shape affords 
distinctive salad slices 
Where Edam resembles a 
cannonball, Gouda is like a 
flattened sphere. 


Semisoft Cheeses 

This group consists of 
Muenster, Brick Monterey 
Jack, Blue, Gorgonzola, 
Port du Salut, Scamorze 
and Mozzarella. 

e Muenster (Munster) 
was first made in the 
vicinity of Munster in the 
Vosges Mountains, near the 
western border of 
Germany. It has a yellow, 
tan or white exterior and 
creamy white interior, 
comes in small wheels or 
blocks, and has a mild to 
rather pungent taste 
Besides being excellent for 
snacks and sandwiches, it is 
a great nibbling cheese and

Spread crisp 
pieces of fat on paper 
towels and sprinkle lightly 
with salt. Prepare Southern 
corn bread as directed, ad- 
ding crisp fat to dry in- 
gredients. 

Czechoslovakian bread, 
hoska, is easy to make and 
shape. This bread can be 
baked at your leisure, not 
when the bread dictates, 

Besides the usual in- 
gredients of flour, yeast, 
salt, sugar and warm liquid, 
there are lemon peel, 
ground mace, slivered 
almonds and raisins 

After all of the in- 
gredients have been mixed 
into a stiff dough, turn it out 
onto a lightly floured beard 

Knead the dough by using 
the heels of your hands and 
push the dough away from 
you with a rolling motion. 
Turn dough one-fourth way 
eround. Repeat about eight 
to 10 minutes or until the 
dough is smooth and elastic. 

The braided dough can be 
kept in the refrigerator, 
even until the next day, and 
baked moments before you 
are ready to serve it.

A new term in lawn care 
language is emerging in 
connection with bluegrasses 
and bentgrasses, especially 
where there is heavy traffic 
— and that is wear 
tolerance. Dr. James 
Beard, who performed 
research studies at 
Michigan State University, 
East Lansing, Mich., ob- 
tained significant informa- 
tion that also applies to the 
home lawn owner 

Dr. Beard found that, in 
general, the greater the 
mass of turfgrass shoots, 
the greater the wear 
tolerance. On the other 
hand where turfs were 
maintained under excessive 
nitrogen fertility levels, un- 
der intense irrigation, with 
deficient potassium levels, 
or in shady conditions, wear 
injury was more likely. 

These experiments es- 
tablished that it is possible 
to increase wear tolerance 
with proper cultural prac- 
tices. For example, a turf 
mowed at 1 to 1.5 inches 
with 0.3 inch of thatch, a 
moderate level of nitrogen 
nutrition and a high 
potassium level, can be as 
much as 10 to 15 times more 
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wear tolerant than a close 
mown turf maintained un- 
der high nitrogen and 
irrigation levels with no 
thatch accumulation. 

It also was confirmed 
that the differences in wear 
tolerance were significant 
enough to justify selecting 
the more wear 


tolerant 
grass species for a par- 













Most growing things will 
grow Straight up no matter 
how you plant them, and a 
bulb planted upside down 
will usually make it to the 
surface eventually. No so, 
the Gladiolus. Plant it on a 
slant and it grows on a 
slant, which can be 
especially discouraging to 


the unsuspecting gardener. 
To insure level planting, be 
sure you start a glad in the 
direction you want it to 
grow. 


One purpose of pruning is 
to maintain plant health.

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Tax Tips 





New tax return 
easier for many 


The Internal Revenue 
Service has mailed 1977 
federal income tax 
packages to more than five 
million Southern California 
taxpayers. In addition to be- 
ing easier to understand and 
prepare, the new forms will 
reflect many changes in the 
tax law resulting from re- 
cent legislation. 

For instance, the new 
standard deduction is a flat 
$2,200 for single persons and 
$3,200 for married couples 
who file jointly. Also, per- 
sonal exemptions and the 
general tax credit are built 
into the tax tables. 

Some of the changes don’t 
require planning ahead. Ad- 
vance planning is 
necessary, however, for 
some of the new provisions, 
and taxpayers should 
gather their records 
together now and determine 
the tax consequences of 
their 1977 transactions. 

For instance, taxpayers 
who sold capital assets dur- 
ing the year must have own- 
ed them for more than nine 
months in order to qualify 
for long-term capital gain 
or loss treatment. The 
holding period in prior 
years was more than six 
months. 

In addition, the amount of 
a capital loss that can be 
claimed to offset taxable in- 
come has increased from 
$1,000 to $2,000. Both of 
these changes can make a 
significant difference in 
many 1977 tax bills. 

For those who moved in 


1977, the distance require- 
ment of 50 miles has been 
reduced to 35 miles to claim 
moving expenses. Also, the 
maximum deduction for 
pre-move househunting and 
temporary living expenses 
has been increased from 
$1,000 to $1,500. The deduc- 
tion for expenses related to 
buying, selling or renting a 
home has been increased to 
$3,000. 


There has been a sizable 
change in the tax benefit 
available to older 
Americans who sold their 
homes in 1977. The exclu- 
sion amount has been in- 
creased from $20,000 to $35,- 
000; therefore, no tax is 
paid on the gain from the 
sale if the adjusted sales 
price was $35,000 or less. If 
the adjusted sales price was 
more than $35,000, the tax 
benefit will be prorated. 


Workers under age 70% 
who did not participate in 
any other pension or annui- 
ty plan during the year may 
now include their non- 
working spouse in their In- 
dividual Retirement 
Arrangement (IRA). 


If an IRA was establish- 
ed, the employed spouse 
may contribute a total of 15 
percent of earned income, 
to a maximum of $1,750. 
Also, for 1977 there is an ad- 
ditional 45 days from the 
end of the tax year (until 
February 14, 1978) in which 
to make the contribution 
and still deduct it on the 
1977 tax return.

U.S. Goes Metric 

The daily industry is just 
one segment of American 
business facing a switch to 
the metric system of 
measurement. The United 
States, one of the last 
holdouts to metrication, 
made the commitment to 
change when President 
Ford signed the Metric 
Conversion Act in 
December of 1975. The new 
law allows the government 
to plan and coordinate a 
voluntary changeover to the 
metric system. 
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How did it all start? 

The metric system itself 
dates back to 1790, when the 
French Academy developed 
a system of measurements 
based on dimensions of the 
Earth. Prior to that time, 
traditional measurement 
systems were based on the 
human body and lacked any 
rational means of 
conversion from one unit to 
another. 

The new system was 
simple to work with and 
spread rapidly through 
Europe and other parts of 
the world. By 1900, 35 
nations were using the 
metric system. When the 
U.S. finally decided to go 
metric it was one of only 
four countries still using 
alternate systems of 
measurement. 

How will the shift to 
metrics affect agriculture 
in general and the dairy 
industry in particular? 
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Hard or Soft 

Metrication can take 
place on two levels — 
“‘soft’’ conversion which 
means no change in existing 
equipment or packaging 
other than relabeling with 
metric measurements; or 
“hard” conversion which 
involves actual alteration of 
equipment. 

Most of the changes 
expected to take place in 
the agricultural community 
are' of the ‘‘soft’’ variety. 

Soft conversion is fairly 
easy to accomplish and is 
already underway in many 
industries and 
governmental agencies. 

The Department of 
Agriculture, for instance, 
has been issuing data and 
research publications in 
metric form since early 
1976. World trade data were 
already expressed in metric 
terms and most United 
States Department of 












Agriculture (USDA) 
scientific measurements 
were switched to metrics 
years ago. Conversion of 
domestic production data 
used by farmers and 
consumers began at the 
start of 1977. 

A sudden conversion of all 
products to the metric 
system would be costly, but 
is not likely. 

Will agricultural 
producers face any long- 
lasting difficulties? No, 
says a USDA spokesman. 
Scales and containers will 
have to be recalibrated. 
However, the metric 
system will be easier to use 
because it requires fewer 
calculations. 

In fact, says the 
spokesman, the next 
generation will probably 
find it hard to understand 
why Americans put up with 
present system as long as 
they did. 










7. Use radial tires. They give you more gasoline 
mileage.

If your house has 35 percent 
humidity at 70 degrees temperature, you’ll feel as warm 
as though the temperature were 74 degrees. — 

13. Use major appliances — washer, dryer, dishwasher 
— only once a day and only when full. 

14. Eliminate the dry cycle on your dishwasher. After 
dishes are washed, just open the door and let them air 
dry. 

15. When using the oven, prepare several all - oven 
cooked meals at one time. 

16. Use a pressure cooker. It saves energy by reducing 
cooking time. Allow to air - cool and then freeze if 
necessary. 

17. When using detergent, wash clothes with cold or 
warm water. They’ll be just as clean. Only baby clothes 
need hot water. 

18. Shower instead of filling the bathtub. Tub baths use 
at least twice as much hot water. Of course, your hot 
water heater should be no higher than 140 degrees. 

19. Weather stripping, caulking and insulation are the 
obvious winterizing energy saving measures. For 
example, adding 3 inches of insulation in your attic can 
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reduce fuel needs by 34 percent. 

20. Of course, don’t forget to wear a sweater. 

The New Year’s energy resolution list can go on and 
on. Look around your house for ways you can add to this 


one. 


Exercise aids heart, health
